In case you must be represented by 
proxy use the blank sent out by the 
secretary and make it out to your 
nearest neighbor who will be present 
That rule would preserve the represen- 


} tative character of the meetings and 


effectually kill all attempts at polities 
or deals or rings unless there was more 
reason for them than Parliamentary 
Law or Silver Tongued Oratory. 


If a distinguished member of the As- 
sociation is willing to go to the ex- 
pense of sending circulars and stamped 
envelopes to 1.600 other breeders, it is 
a safe and courteous rule to reply 
with his stamped envelope but burn 
up his proxy blank. Then if he has 
an axe to grind the members present 
and voting will have a chance to say 
whether or no they care to crank for 
him. 

Then if all proxies had to be sent 
to the Exeeutive Committee the 
week before the meeting so the busi 
ness could be disposed of in a rea 
sonable time, there would be a much 
larger attendance and more interest 
The average member gets tired waiting 
to learn the result of some election or 
business proposition when he knows 
that the matter will be decided by the 
figures of the Proxy Committee, and 
that his opinion, voice or vote ie not

desired and will not make the slight- 
est difference.

REGISTERING GRADE COWS, 


Extract from report of meeting of 
Michigan Dairymen’s Association by 
J. H. Brown, in Hoard’s Dairyman: 


‘*The last day was ‘‘ Dairy Farmers’ 
Day,’’ and the first topic, ‘‘Is It Ad- 
visable to Register Grade Cows Upon 
Performance?’’ was discussed by H. 
A. Jones, Secretary of the Interna. 
tional Consolidated Record Association 
of New York. He briefly described the 
system used by the association in re 
eording cattle and fully explained the 
‘*tattoo marks’’ used for identification. 
His system is to provide one vice presi- 
dent for each state and a supervisor 
for each county. In this way, the ree 
ords of the cow testing associations 
may be used as a basis for authentic 
and reliable registration. 

‘When a cow makes a record, com- 
ing up to the established standard, the 
county supervisor visits the herd, takes 
a description of the cow and gives her 
an official number with a tattoo dye for 
the ear. The tattoo dye is never in the 
hands of the breeder, but always held 
by the supervisor. No other cow can 
ever have the same number as there 
is absolutely no such thing as substitu- 
tion. 

‘¢At a meeting of some of the dairy- 
men, who belong to cow testing asso- 
ciations in Michigan, the matter was 
thoroughly discussed with Mr. Jones. 
The following standard was recom 
mended: For-a two year-old heifer 
with her first ealf, 200 pounds of but- 
terfat during her first period of lacta- 
tion. For a three-year-old cow, 225 
pounds of butterfat and a calf during 
the year. For a four-year-old cow, 250 
pounds and a ealf. For a five-year-old 
cow, 275 pounds and a calf. For a six 
year-old cow or over, 300 pounds of but- 
terfat and a calf during the year. Any 
cow producing or coming up to this 
standard, which must be shown by the 
official record of the cow testing asso- 
ciation, will be subject to registration 


‘“At the close of Mr, Jones’ explana- 
tion of details, it was recommended 
that such an association be adopted in 
Michigan and that the above standard
